I have  the  honour  to  present  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances,  Health  and  Yital 
Statistics  of  your  district  during  the  year  ending  31st  December 
1952. 


Revievj  of  tlH'  Vital  Statistics  shows  that  there  were  20  fewer 
births  than  in  1951,  the  Birth  Rate  being  16.82  per  thousand  of 
the  population  compared  Ti/ith  17.64  in  the  previous  year. 

Applying  the  Area  Comparability  Factor  to  the  Birth  Rate  (which 
is  a means  of  adjusting  the  figure  so  that  the  population  of  the 
district  is  directly  comparable  ?/ith  the  population  of  England 
and  Wales  in  so  far  as  distribution  by  age  and  sex  is  concerned) 
gives  the  figure  of  17.32,  and  it  is  this  figure  which  should  be 
compared  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  15,3. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  was  371 
(26  fewer  than  in  1951)  corresponding  to  a Death  Rate  of  10.90 
compared  with  11.82  in  1951.  Application  of  the  Area 
Comparability  Factor  gives  the  figure  of  12^97  which  can  be 
compared  with  the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.3. 
Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  accounted  for  33^  of  all 
deaths  (the  corresponding  figure  for  1951  was  32^). 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of 
age  per  1,000  live  births)  was  36.71,  compared  with  27.6  for 
England  and  Y/ales.  In  1951  it  was  47.29.  The  lovjest  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  recorded  in  this  district  was  in  1950  when  the 
figure  was  31.12. 


Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  (except  Tuberculosis) 
numbered  549  (590  in  1951). 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Aitchison  took  effect  in  March  and 
the  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  vacant  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year. 

This  report  was,  in  the  main,  prepared  before  your  present 
Medical  Offficer  of  Health  assumed  office  and  acknowledgement 
for  its  preparation  is,  therefore,  due  to  the  members  of  the 
Health  Department  Staff  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Taylor, 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  especially  to  Mr.  Wilson,  Chief 
Clerk .

VITAL  STATISTICS 


During  the  year  572  births  were  registered  308  being 
males  and  264  females.  Of  these  22  were  illegitimate. 

The  birth-rate  of  16,82  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  slightly  lower  than  the  rate  for  last  year  (17,64) 
but was  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  which  was 
15.30  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Death  Rate 

ThJ^ee  hundred  and  seventy-one  deaths  were  registered 
during  the  year,  19  9 being  males  and  172  feraales.  The 
general  death  rate  of  10.90  per  1,000  of  the  population’ 
vms  lower  than  that  of  the  previous  year  v/hen  it  was  11.82 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  11.30  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

The  rate  of  36.71  per  1,000  live  births  was  still 
considerably  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
which  was  27.6,  but  was  the  second  lowest  for  this  district. 
The  lowest  being  in  1950  when  the  rate  was  31.12, 

Twenty-one  children  died  before  reaching  one  year  of 
age.  Of  these  10  died  under  the  age  of  one  week  and  3 
under  one  month.  The  primary  cause  of  death  was 
Prematurity  in  7 cases,  Congenital  Malformation  in  4 cases, 
Convulsions  and  Bronchopneumonia  being  responsible  for  one 
each. 


Of  the  8 children  who  died  between  one  month  and 
twelve  months  of  ago,  3 died  from  Bronchopneumonia  and  one 
each  from  Pneumonia  (Atypical),  Congenital  Malformation, 
Pyleonephrit is , Purpura  Haemorrhage  and  Malnutrition, 

Maternal  Mortality 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the 

year.

a.  The  rare  of  expectant  mothers,  nursing  mothers  and  young 
children  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  of  Durham  as 
are  the  doirioiliary  midwifery,  health  visiting,  home  nursing, 
ambulance  and  domestic  help  services. 

Arrangements  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  and  for  the 
prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care  are  also  carried  out 
by  the  County  Council. 

b.  Dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young 
children  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

Mental  Health:  The  County  Council  is  also  responsible  for  the 

administration  of  the  Mental  Health  Service. 
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SAUITARY  COITOITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply 

1)  The  supply  of  water  throughout  the  Area  has  been 
satisfactory  both  inquantity  and  quality  and  a piped  supply 
f27om  the  Durham  County  Water  Board's  mains  has  nov/  been 
completed  in  respect  of  all  the  houses  at  Ludworth. 

2)  Examinations  are  carried  out  periodically  by  the 
Durham  County  Vifater  Board  and  in  the  case  of  Shadforth  by 
the  Easington  Council. 

3)  Precautions  against  contamination  by  lead  are  also 
taken  by  the  Durham  County  I'ater  Board. 

4)  Following  complaints  as  to  the  quality  of  drinking 
water  at  Sherburn,  West  Rainton  and  Bowbum  Areas,  samples 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newcastle, . 
and  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  reason  given  was  that 
the  service  reservoirs  vere  subject  to  aerial  pollution, 

and  the  matter  was  rec chiving  the  attention  of  the  Board. 

Thirty-one  samples  were  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  above-mentioned  cases,  all 
proved  satisfactory, 

5)  The  Y/hole  of  the  properties  in  the  District  are 
supplied  with  water  from  public  water  mains  with  the 
exception  of  a few  outlying  fams  and  cottages.  There  are  no 
stand  pipes  in  the  District. 

Sewerage 

FraimYellgate  Moor  Sewage  Disposal  Works:-  The 
extensions  to  these  works  have  been  commenced  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £12,130.  The  filter  media  to  the  existing  filters 
has  been  renewed.  The  main  outfall  sewer  has  been  cleared  of 
tree  roots  and  a length  of  150  ^rards  has  been  relayed  and 
surrounded  by  concrete. 

Sherburn  Sewage  Disposal  Works:-  The  Consulting 
Engineers  are  now  comp,loting  Bills^of  Quantities  in  respect 
of  the  scheme  already  'Approved  by  the  Minister. 

Coxhoe  and  Bov/burn  Sewage  Disposal  Works;-  At  a meeting 
in  London-',  the  Mir^ter’s  Engineer  agreed,  in  principle,  to 
the  extension  of  the  Bovjbum  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  cater 
for  the  increased  flow  from  the  Boivburn  Neighbourhood  Unit, 
and  agreed  to  give  further  consideration  to  the  proposals 
of  the  Council  to  pump  the  sewage  from  the  Coxhoe  area  to 
an  enlarged  works  at  Bowburn.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
possibility  of  improving  the  Y/orks  at  East  Hetton  would  be 
investigated  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  laying  a long 
trunk  outfall  from  East  Hetton  to  Coxhoe. 

Bearpark : - Storm  relief  works  have  been  carried  out 
in  the  main  sev/er  above  the  new  housing  sites. 

Croxdale  Colliery:-  New  sewers  have  been  laid  to  serve 
Front  Street  West,  Salvin  Street  and  Wood  View  and  the  privy 
conversions  of  these  properties  are  nearing  completion. 

West  Rainton:-  The  sludge  drying  beds  have  been  reconstructed. 

Heugh  Hall Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  the 
septic  "tank  and  filter  and  sludge  beds  provided.

Disinfection 

Disinfection  by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants 
was  carried  out  in  homes  where  infectious  disease  was  notified. 
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Closet  Acooinmodation 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  8,146  waterclosets 
out  of  a total  number  of  9,922  houses  which  represents 
approximately  87^  on  water-carriage  system.  There  were 
still  1,030  ashclosets  and  privies  at  the  end  of  year  and 
of  these  225  were  found  to  be  convertible.  The  remaining 
ashclosets  vjere  in  houses  scheduled  for  demolition,  or 
houses  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district  which  have  no 
sewage  facilities. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 


The  removal  of  house  refuse  vias  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  in  all  Parishes  with  the  exception  of  Brancepeth, 
Hett  and  Sunderland  Bridge. 

To  carry  out  this  v/ork  36  men  were  normally  employed, 
consisting  of:-  one  mechanic,  one  mechanic’s  assistant, 
eight  driver- fillers  and  twenty-six  labourer-fillers. 

A fleet  of  8 Karrier  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  was 
used  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  the  refuse  at  the 
14  tips  rented  hy  the  Council.  The  tipping  was  controlled. 

Approximately  9,459  houses  were  dealt  ?dth  by  direct 
labour  and  463  by  contract. 

Trade  Refuse  Yms  removed  from  Factories  and  Canteens' 
at  Bearpark,  Belmont  and  Sherbum  on  a rechargeable  basis. 

Salvage 

The  salvage  of  waste-paper  continued  during  the  year. 
Prices  for  the  sale  of  ?jaste-paper  shovjed  a sharp  decline 
and  this  ivas,  no  doubt,  reflected  in  the  reduced  amounts 
collected  and  sold  during  the  last  three  quarters  of  the 
year. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  Miscellaneous  Scrap 
Material  was  im.plementod  in  April  and  showed  good  results. 

In  both  categories  the  nett  proceeds  wore  divided  as 
follows:-  60^  bonus  to  the  workmen;  40^  to  the  Council.

Tv/enty  six  houses  were  built  by  private  ovmers  during 
the  year. 


Ninety-nine  houses  Vvere  made  fit  during  the  year  as  a 
result  of  informal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts,  whilst  four 
?;ere  rendered  fit  as  a result  of  formal  action.  Proceedings 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  in  which  defects  were  remedied 
numbered  101. 

During  the  year  104  demolition  orders  wore  made  making  a 
post-vmr  total  of  260.  One  hundred  and  fifty  one  houses, 
subject  to  demolition  orders,  vrere  demolished. 

OvercroYJding 

The  known  number  of  overcrowded  houses  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  51  with  77  families  and  406  persons  dwelling  therein. 
Tvjenty-six  new  cases  of  overcrowding  ?i/ere  reported  during  the 
year  and  50  cases  were  abated  concerning  249  persons. 

Housing  General 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  housing  requirements  in  the 
Parishes  of  West  Rainton,  Coxhoe  (East  Hetton),  Belmont  and 
Bearpark.  In  the  first  three  parishes  are  occupied  houses 
subject  to  demolition  orders  made  in  1937  to  1939,  and  I 
would  stress  the  desirability  of  housing  these  families  at  the 
earliest  opportunity,  and  the  clearing  of  the  sites, 

SECTION  E 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Pood 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  regular  inspections  at  the 
167  food  shops  and  8 food  factories  in  the  District.  During 
the  year  registrations  were  granted  to  the  ov/ners  of  6 premises 
for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  3 for  the  preparation 
and  sale  of  fish  and  potato  chips.  Twelve  samples  of  ice-cream 
were  taken  and  8 of  iced  lollies,  all  of  which  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.  The  follovjing  quantities  of  unwholesome  food  were 
condemned  during  the  year  and  voluntarily  surrendered :-

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Scarlet  Fever 


During  1952,  thirty-one  confirmed  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  occurred  in  the  District,  this  being  27  fewer  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  this  infection  during  the  year. 
Diphtheria 

Three  confirmed  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1952, 
this  being  2 higher  than  for  1951,  In  all  cases  after 
treatment  in  hospital  the  patients  made  complete  recoveries. 

Measles 


Measles  showed  an  increase  from  336  in  1951  to  406  in 
1952.  The  largest  incidence  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the 
third  quarter  v/hen  192  cases  were  notified. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Measles, 

Whooping  Cough 

Notifications  of  lii/hooping  Cough  showed  a decrease  from 
126  for  the  previous  year  to  78  in  1952. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

Three  confirmed  cases  of  non-paralytic  type  of  Poliomyelitis 
were  notified  during  the  year,  none  of  which  proved  fatal. 

Tuberculosis 


Pulinonary ; - A total  of  41  cases  were  notified  during  1952, 
25  being  males  and  16nfemales.  This  is  an  increase  of  4 cases 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Twelve  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  8 
being  males  and  4 females,  giving  a mortality  rate  of  0.35  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  a rate  of  0,41  for  1951, 
During  the  year  4 patients  vjere  reported  as  recovered  whilst 
in  one  other  the  diagnosis  was  not  confiimed.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  169  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  on 
the  register  compared  with  151  for  the  previous  year. 

Non-pulmonary : - Ten  cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year  of  these  6 v/ere  males  and  4 
females.  In  one  case  the  diagnosis  v\ras  not  confirmed  and  15 
cases  v/ere  reported  as  recovered.  The  number  of  cases 
remaining  on  the  register  decreased  by  ten  from  the  previous 
year  to  55  at  the  end  of  1952. 

No  deaths  were  accredited  to  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis.
